All over the nation, today the voters will be 
choosing the men to represent them in the gov- 
ernors’ chairs, in the senate, house of repre- 
sentatives and in other official capacities. 
Known as the “off-year” elections, because 
there is no presidential race, the results of to- 
day’s balloting will, nevertheless, play a large 
part in determining the domestic and world 
policies of the nation during the next two 
years. | 

It has been predicted that the Republicans 
will increase their strength. They could do so 
to considerable extent and still not provide the 
strongest of opposition. Regardless of political 
affiliation, it would probably be beneficial to 
the country, on general terms, if the party of 
the opposition should gain some strength. Not 
too much, but sufficient for it to provide a 
reasonable check to the program of the party 
of power. 

An active opposition is always desirable in 
a democracy. It provides the check rein, the 
safety valve or the governor belt, in a govern- 
ment and assures free and open discussion of 
all issues. It is the negative side of the national 
debate and no judge can decide the truth of 
any issue without considering, at length, both 
sides. 

In Georgia it is important that every good 
Democrat cast his ballot today. In fact it is 
doubtful if a Democrat who stays away from 
the polls without good cause can be classed as 
a good Democrat. 

For the size of the state’s representation in 
the national party convention is determined, in 
part, by the size of its vote on election day. 
Though the issues in Georgia, under the one 
party system, were decided by the primaries, it 
is the size of the election balloting that is used 
in determining the degree of convention repre- 
sentation, 

There are 23 constitutional amendments on 
the Georgia ballot. Of these, only two are of 
statewide interest, the remaining 21 having to 
do solely with local matters for the communi- 
ties named, although state vote is required on 
all. 

The two of statewide interest would permit 
counties to levy a tax for fire protection of for- 
est lands and to authorize the legislature to 
delegate to any county the right to levy a tax 
for hospitalization and care of indigent sick 
people. Neither is mandatory upon any county. 
They merely permit counties desiring to do 
either to carry out the wishes of their people. 

There hasn't been a whisper of opposition 
to either proposal, both are self-evidently ex- 
cellent and there should be no question they 
will be approved. 

The outcome of the election in many other 
sections of the nation will be watched with 
keen interest by Georgians. Insofar as this 
state is concerned, the result is foregone. The 
only matter of importance is the size of the 
vote, inasmuch as it will affect the size of the 
convention delegation. 

Georgians are not in the habit of voting in 
elections, after the primaries have already set- 
tled the issue. It is to be hoped, however, that 
they will vote in as large numbers as humanly 
possible, today. 


NEW DIRIGIBLE PLANNED. 
Apparently, the motto seems to be “don't 
give up the dirigible,” for a new attempt is to 
be made with a lighter-than-air craft. An- 
nouncement has been made by the navy that 
construction will proceed on a new dirigible, 
under authorization of the past congress. 


The announcement is of more than passing 
mterest in the light of past experiences this 
country and other major powers have had with 
aircraft of that type. Experts disagree about 
the strategic and practical value of dirigibles 
under modern war conditions, especially in the 
light of present-day bombers of the flying fort- 
ress type. Then the past rises also to discour- 
age construction on a large scale of “zeps,” de- 
spite the fact the United States possesses the 
world’s supply of the non-inflammable helium 
gas. It is difficult to erase from memory what

THE IMPORTANCE OF PHARMACY 

It is doubtful if any profession is of greater 
importance to the health and welfare of mod- 
ern life than pharmacy. Proper dispensing of 
drugs, particularly as directed by the medical 
profession, places a responsibility upon the 
pharmacist scarcely less than that upon the 
doctor. It would avail the doctor little to prop- 
érly diagnose the case if the cure he prescribed 
was bungled by ignorance or inefficiency at the 
drug counter. 

While the two terms, pharmacist and drug- 
gist, are synonymous to the layman, it is in- 
teresting to note they were derived from words 
having a totally different meaning. Pharmacy 
was taken from the Greek word “pharmakon,” 
meaning “to mix.” The term “druggist” came 
from the Teutonic “drogue,” indicating a dry 
herb. But both these “modern” terms, although 
quite old in themselves, originated many cen- 
turies after the practice of pharmacy actually 
began. 

Probably the earliest record of a “prescrip- 
tion” is to be found on a tablet in the British 
museum dated 3700 B. C. It sets forth the in- 
gredients for an inhalant, a remedy for that 
nuisance, a cold in the head. Through the ages 
man recorded, for the benefit of posterity, the 
“latest” discoveries and uses of drugs in the 
treatment of disease. One of the most depend- 
able and useful drugs, ephedra, introduced in 
modern medicine only 20 years ago, had been 
used by the Chinese people for many centuries. 

No nation can rightfully lay claim to having 
produced the “father of medicine”—the first 
pharmacist. Ancient Egyptians, Greeks, Chi- 
nese, Hebrews and others produced the discov- 
erers of many drugs without the use of which 
modern medicine would be greatly handicapped. 
Probably the greatest difference between the 
ancient and modern “prescription” is that the 
former was mixed only with “growing” drugs, 
while the latter may contain plant and mineral 
drugs, as well as synthetic, of which there are 
some 200 of proven value. 

The roll which the pharmacist, the druggist, 
will be called upon to play will continue to be 
as important in the future as in the past. He 
must be prepared to work hand in hand with 
the doctor, the dentist, the nurse and the 
health officer, and must be as skillfully trained. 


TVA AGAIN ON TRIAL 

On November 14 the Tennessee Valley Au- 
thority will again be faced with the necessity 
of proving its right, on constitutional grounds, 
to enter into competition with private utilities. 
The case originated when 16 privately-owned 
and state regulated power companies asked for 
an injunction against the TVA. 

It is one of the first cases to be argued un- 
der the new procedural law enacted in August, 
1937, permitting direct appeal to the supreme 
court of the United States in cases involving 
constitutional rights. Such appeals take prece- 
dence over all matters not of like character. 

Last January a lower court consisting of 
three judges decided against the complainants. 
But the companies promptly took advantage of 
the new law and appealed directly to the higher 
court. It was contended the lower court ex- 
cluded important evidence and thereby arrived 
at an erroneous decision. 

The companies based their claim of uncon- 
stitutionality on the ground that private enter- 
prise was being destroyed under the guise of 
improving navigation and preventing floods 
when, in reality,;:the purpose of the TVA en- 
terprise was to generate electric power for com- 
mercial purposes. 

Regardless of how the case terminates the 
public will, in all probability, feel a sense of 
relief from the present turmoil. Nevertheless, 
the idea of the federal government—a govern- 
ment of the people—deliberately destroying pri- 
vate enterprise, when proper regulation would 
have sufficed, fas always been repugnant to 
thoughtful people. 

There is a feeling that, had the vast amount 
of federal treasure which has been poured out 
for power development under the cloak of con- 
trolling floods and improving navigation, been 
spent exclusively in flood control, the results 
would have been more satisfactory. Hundreds 
of lives and millions of dollars in property 
might have been saved in the many annually 
flooded river basins of the nation.

POWER OF LAGUARDIA WASHINGTON, Nov.. 7.—Fiorello 
LaGuardia’s support of Herbert 


Lehman for the New York governorship is no more delightful to 
the Democrats than it is disappointing to the Republicans. The tre- 
mendous pother made about the starfi of the bouncing, energetic 
little mayor who is, after all, a member of neither major party, 
serves to dramatize his remarkable political power. 

His stand is unusually interesting, as a revelation of the political 
guessing of one of the smartest politicians in the country. It can 
only mean that LaGuardia thinks his own best bet is a firm, un- 
qualified alliance with the liberal progressive forces. In effect, it 
is the sequel of his 1936 decision to leave the Republicans and reg- 
ister with the American Labor party. For, by slighting Tom Dewey, 
LaGuardia has cut himself off forever from his former friends 
among New York Republicans. 


BETRAYAL CHARGED To put it bluntly, the Republican lead- 
ers charge LaGuardia with a betrayal. 


They say that LaGuardia promised to side with Dewey and they 
make their story very circumstantial. They assert that the promise 
was first volunteered at a breakfast to which LaGuardia invited 
one of Dewey’s closest advisers; that it was reiterated when La- 
Guardia lunched with the same man just before the New York Re- 
publican convention, and that it was confirmed in a telephone con- 
versation with an exceedingly important Republican who has been 
useful to LaGuardia on many occasions. 

Knowing LaGuardia’s basic political inclinations, they hardly 
expected him to go so far as open indorsement of the Republican 
candidate. But knowing his thorough detestation of Governor Leh- 
man, they did hope the mayor would remain neutral. LaGuardia 
probably dislikes Lehman more than any other man. He has given 
vent to his feelings on many occasions, in such outbursts of scorn 
as “My forefathers were organ-grinders when his were great finan- 
ciers, but, God Almighty, I know more about finance than he ever 
will.” The Republicans also took care to court LaGuardia by choos- 
ing Edgard Corsi, his deputy welfare commissioner, first mayoral 
campaign manager and intimate friend, for one of the senate nomi- 


nations. 
FIORELLO AND ’40 iIn the light of hindsight, the Republican 
hope for LaGuardia’s help seems a trifle 
unrealistic. Long ago, the mayor threw in his lot with President 
Roosevelt and the New Deal. And word comes that LaGuardia is 
now convinced the President is stronger than ever in the country. 
Moreover, there is the fact that Tom Dewey may win and that, 
if he wins, he will be the likeliest prospect for the Republican 
nomination in 1940. If you plan to run for a great office yourself, 
it is exceedingly tactless to appear to have high regard for the 
capabilities of your opponent. And there is every indication that 
LaGuardia has begun to think of his own career in terms of 1940. 
Among the indications are his careerings about the country, com- 
plete with kindly quips, black felt semi-sombrero and friendly 
speeches to the farmers. A still more important sign was his recent 
private but very positive announcement of distaste for third-term 
efforts. 
” It seems probable that LaGuardia is calculating on the conserva- 
tive Democrats capturing their party from the President. In that 
event, the Democratic presidential choice will be almost indistin- 
guishable from the Republican. And then LaGuardia can raise the 
liberal standard, rally the La Follettes, the labor groups, the New 
Dealers and perhaps even the President himself, and march to the 
wars at the head of a powerful third-party movement. It is a daring 
thought, but you don’t have to be a mental telepathist to suspect 
it is in LaGuardia’s mind.

You may look up the definition of the word 
liberal and it will not at all mean what the general public de- 
fines it to be. The word “radical” used to be a relatively harmless 
word. Today it has been assimilated by various groups and has 
more shades of meaning than an alley cat has colors of coat. 

Even a conservative fancies himself a liberal. The word con- 
servative itself has assumed various nuances of meaning. Today 
the tendency is to regard a conservative not as a level-thinking per- 
son who prefers gradual change in government, but as one who is 
entirely reactionary. The words “Communist,” “Fasicst” and “Nazi” 
are bandied about and applied freely, well lathered with emotion 
by those who do not even know the original meaning of the words. 
There is no person who believes himself to be a reactionary or a 
person of unliberal attitude. We need some new definitions. 

Mr. Roosevelt spoke of the “Tory Republicans” who were in- 
terested only in keeping things as they were. You could find any 
number of people who would ask what was the matter with things 
as they were. You will find quite a few people who look back to 
the days of 1927-28-29 and ask what was wrong with them. The 
day laborers were wearing silk underwear at work: salaries were 
up, the cost of living was up, money was loose and free; all trades 
building especially, were booming. No one who wanted a job failed 


to find one. It is easy to find people wh i 
as they were. peop o would like to keep things

artificiality. After the scenery has been in the vr iy - 
few years it never looks as good as once it did. 

We were headed for the debacle of October, 1929, in the years 
when the World War came along. The economic adjustment of the 
world was on the way. All the economists of today believe we are 
well on the way to a new stability despite the world crisis of a few 
weeks ago. 

I rather imagine even those who dislike Mr. Roosevelt intensely 
and who disagree violently with most of his policies, will admit 
that the days of “Careful Cal” Coolidge were not really standard 
on-the-level days. And that, even though Mr. Roosevelt may have 
pained them in the neck until their necks are stiff, they know what 
he means by “toryism” and themselves do not care to go back to 
it. As for the other part of it, they would prefer to be let alone. 
They want government spending stopped. They are concerned 
about the growing number of people on relief and believe we have 
created a sort of “Frankenstein” of relief which will be an acute 
problem for years to come. They know that if a Republican ad- 
ministration were put into office it would have to, in a large meas- 
ure, follow the trail blazed by Mr. Roosevelt. 

As for the matter of definitions, that is a matter of personal 
choice. Each person today makes his own definition. 

The election will be interesting, It definitely will indicate what

Life, the picture magazine, speaks of the “bitter, fighting spirit 
that surges under the surface of relations between government and 
business, between capital and labor.” 

If we judge by the tumult and the shouting and the headlines, 
that may seem a true picture of present-day America. But head- 
lines are made by the noisy and the violent, and these are always 
a minority. 

The picture we see is that of the tail wagging the dog. 

Government and business are not trying to destroy one another. 
Business is a vast and complex thing directed by more than twelve 
million individual owners. Government is composed of many 
elected representatives of the people. 

The actual conflict is between a few great corporations and a 
few individuals in Washington—notably two keen-witted young 
lawyers named Corcoran and Cohen, who were not elected by the 
people and have no lawful power whatever, yet are permitted, as 
one of them expressed it, to “experiment with a nation.” They 
hope to “socialize” America. 

The conflict between capital and labor is not a fight between 
all capitalists and all workers, or between all employers and all 
union workers. 

In its bitter and violent phase, it is an attack on employers by 
radicals. 

Millions of ‘American workers, in and out of unions, are solid 
conscientious citizens who desire only peace and fairness and a 
chance to earn a living. Their ambition is to own a home or get 
a business of their own or save enough to educate the children or 
build an estate in life insurance, 

The radicals have no ambition except to destroy capitalism— 
that is, to seize what others have built—and “get even” with the 


All of these forces in bitter strife are minorities. The great 
majority of the people have no part in the conflict except as inno- 
cent bystanders—and they are getting what innocent bystanders 
usually get in the vicinity of a street fight. 

Our whole nation of 130 millions, which might be and should 
be prosperous and happy in abundance, is crippled and tormented 
and endangered by the bitterness and strife and folly of small 
minorities.
